French make in military science, and the 


public journals of the country are filled 
with warnings and predictions of future 


but little heed of the lessons of the preced- 
ing year; frivolous and vain, although gal- 
lant and chivalrous, they still imagine that 
French bravery is more than a matic 

the scientific warfare of their fees, who, 
by their wonderful army organization, by 
the concentration of many hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers, by improved weap- 
ons, and the massing of the most formi- 
dable engines of destruction, swept the 
soldiers of France in spite of their ac- 
knowledged gallantry like a whirlwind 
before them. But it is 
this vainglorious spirit alone 
which retards the French in the art 
of killing their fellow-beings in a scientific 
manner, The reform of the French army 
system has been confided to a committee 
of old fogies, the very representatives of 
the red-tape system, who look upon every 
innovation with a feeling akin to horror. 
As a specimen of their action. we will 
mention the fact that the principle of uni- 
versal military service, the great cause of 
Prussia's military strength, finds but few 
friends in the sub-committee On recruiting, 
and that a majority of the committee are 
in favor of the conscription system of 
1832, which prescribes a long term of ser- 
vice for a certain number of recruits who 
are drafted by lot, but have the right to 
procure substitutes. The old officers of 
the committee do not like popular armies; 
they have not comprehended the lesson of 
the last war, in which the armed people of 
Germany—for the term of service in Prus- 
sia isso short that we cannot name that 
small part of the German forces which was 
under arms before the outbreak of the war 
a standing army—swept the war-worn pro- 
fessional soldiers of France before it, and 
hardly left a handful of them in the 
field after less than amonth’s fighting. But 
they have grown up in the contempt of 
“‘armed rabble,” as they are wont to name 
popular armies, and all the hard blows 
which the y sustained in the last twelve- 
month have not been able to destroy their 
prejudices. They propose to go even 
further, and to utterly disband the French 
National Guards in order to confide the 
defense of the country altogether to a 
standing army of professional soldiers. 
And while they thus propose to continue 
the old rotten conscription system in 
France, the provisions for an improvement 
of the military schools of France are like- 
wise insufficient. They ‘‘pooh, pooh” 
the idea that the German officers are su- 
perior to the French—a fact clearly demon- 
strated to every one else but themselves 
during the last war—and pointing to the 
example of the Generals of Napo.eon I., 
who conquered all Europe, they assert 
that school learning does not make the 
best officers. It is so easy for these gen- 
tlemen to ascribe their stunning defeats of 
last year to the treachery of the Imperial 
leaders, instead of to their own in- 
capacity, that it is natural

This result is a 9 3 
certainly; but nobody knows better than 
the Press that it has been gained at the ex 
pense of the people and for the sole bene 
fit of a. few manufacturers, chiefly in 
Pennsylvania, to whom Congress has sold 
their gigantic monopoly for the cash in 
hand. To enrich half a dozen men in 
that State the people are compelled 
to pay a duty of forty dollars 
per ton on all steel rails that are imported 
from abroad. And for the want of these 
rails—few of the roads can afford to buy 
them at the enormous price imposed by 
this tariff the lives of hundreds of people 
are annually sacrificed by broken iron rails. 
The farmer pays three dollars for a pocket 
knife made at Sheffield, England, which. 
but for the protection to the New England 
manufacturer of leaden-bladed cutlery, he 
could buy for two ddilars. And we are 
forced in the same way to pay from two 
to five prices for everything we, use, 
whether made of steel, iron, wool or what 
not. The farmer on the banks of the Ni- 
agara river pays fourteen dollars for a plow 
made at his door. On the opposite side of 
the river he can buy the same plow for just 
half that sum; but the American plow- 
maker must have protection, and so, 
before the farmer can bring his Canadian 
plow across the bridge, he is compelled to 
pay a duty of seven dollars on his pur- 
chase. He is thus forced to pay 
double price, no matter whether he 
buys at home or abroad. Protection, 
nevertheless, is a splendid thing, as the 
Philadelphia Press will tell you. It keeps 
millions of people poor; but then, it makes 
a few people very rich; and as there is no 
telling how soon we, the people at large, 
may take it into our heads to become 
bloated New England or Pennsylvania 
manufacturers ourselves, we would 
worse than fools to complain.

"lhe great heat of the weather has had a ten- 
dency to discourage trade; nevertheless the vol- 
ume has been very respectable for the geason. 
There is no feature in the general market de- 
manding special notice. Some lines of trade, as 
dry goods, drugs and country produce, show 
very considerable activity; others. as groceries, 


flour and grain, iron and iron products, only 


moderate sales; and others, as provisions, buat 
very light movements. The trade in bagging is 
not so large as was expected, and, if this shows 
anything, it is evidence of a short cotten crop. 
Prices have not materially changed during the 
week in any line, and the general run of trade is 
still confined to actual wants. Dry goods, how- 
ever, sounds the first note of the fall trade; quite 
a number of buyers are in the market from the 
South, especially from Arkansas and Mississippi, 
and they are buying pretty largely. By the first 
of September the markets will show a great 
change, as a very large fall and winter trade is 
confidently expected in all branches of business.
